They im ply that it 
is nobody's fault but our own if 
v e m erely ring changes on beets 
and carrots, and peas and beans 
for the fam ily table 
This is the season to talk about 
vegetable plates— and to eat big­ 
ger and better vegetable 
plates. 
And that brings us around to m aj­ 
oring on what seems the most ver­ 
satile 
of 
all. 
the 
vitam in-rich, 
bright red tomato. W hen baskets 
of fat, juicy tomatoes with smooth 
and ahinv skins begin :o be sold 
at the m arket, it is a joy to realize 
that 
we no 
longer must 
figure 
about how m any we ia n get for 
a pound for a salad, for halving, 
and for the host of favorite tom­ 
ato dishes. 
Perhaps you are w eary of hear­ 
ing the qualifications of the tom­ 
ato but they boar repetition: One 
medium 
sized 
ripe, 
red 
tomato 
w ill furnish 
about half of your 
d ay’s 
requirement 
for 
ascorbic 
acid or vitam in C. and about one- 
fifth of the vitam in A needs for a 
single day. Some vitam ins HI and 
G also are there. 
B u t the versatility account runs 
even 
longer 
than 
the 
vitam in. 
Sta rt any meal with tomato juice 
appetizer; serve tomatoes raw in 
salad, stuffed tomatoes hot or t old, 
broiled 
tomatoes w ith cheese 
or 
bacon topping, baked and scalloped 
in m any forms, fried, in soup, in 
souffles, or in combinations w ith 
rice and macaroni and cheese. 
Tomatoes have an affin ity for 
bacon, 
and 
a 
section 
of bacon, 1 
on top of an au gratin dish adds 
flavor and 
nourishment. Tom ato 
sauces need no introduction to any 
audience. The addition of a tomato 
w ill help to tenderize cheaper cuts 
of beef, building up the gravy. 
Another 
oft-overlooked 
contri­ 
bution of this vegetable is that 
tomatoes offset richness in a meal. 
Precede a hot rich 
main course 
with a tomato stuffed w ith shredd­ 
ed lettuce which has been tossed > 
in French dressing. This is a w el­ 
come 
variation 
of 
a 
vegetable 
cocktail, and the salad first plan 
alw ays proves an appetizer. T ry 
serving salad first and you w ill 
find that every shred disappears. 
Getting back to that vegetable 
plate, 
the 
addition 
of 
a 
baked 
tomato, stuffed with well-seasoned 
(hopped meat left-overs, adds a 
substantial and colorful touch. O r 
use up that bit of boiled rice or 
cooked cereal by seasoning well, 
topping with buttered crumbs and 
baking it in the obliging tomato. 
A slice or grating of cheese on 
the stuffed tomato is a happy in­ 
spiration. 


Both green 
and 
red 
tomatoes 
m ay be fried, but the red fellows 
should not be too ripe. The well- 
browned 
slices 
m ay 
be 
covered 
with 
a 
cream 
gravy. 
Use 
the 
browned fat left from frying as 
part 
of 
the 
cream 
same. 
The 
simplest method does not peel the 
tomatoes, but the thick slices arc 
dipped in rombmed flour (or corn- 
m eal) 
and seasonings and 
fried 
brown in a mixture of shortening 
*nd 
butter. O r try the 
popular 
Fried Tomatoes Michael, for which 
the recipe is given. 
Tomato juice cocktail was pop- 
ulaiized at the W h ite House dur­ 
ing 
the 
Coolidge adm inistration, 
when this recipe w as developed:

Although prepared, pre-seasoned 
tomato juice now is bought in in- 
< t easing quantities annually, m any I 
still prefer to “ mix their own,” 
adding a little bit of this and that 
until it suits individual taste. Fo r 
some tastes tomato juice appet­ 
izers. are improved by the addi­ 
tion of such seasonings as prepar­ 
ed horse-radish or a few drops of 
tabasco 
sauce. 
Freshly squeezed 
cmon juice is the most common 
addition. 
In 
some 
households 
a 
slice of raw onion is put in the 
tomato juice and removed before 
serving. 


Tomatoes are happy w ith French 
dressing 
if they aren’t left 
to­ 
gether 
too 
long. 
Since 
French 
messing draws out the juices, add 
it 
to 
cut 
or 
stuffed 
tomatoes 
hefoie serving. 
Another 
‘ don't" 
is the once- 
fam iliar practice of scalding the 
tomato before chilling it for slic­ 
ing 
cold 
I his 
has 
been 
losing 
favor. The 
epicure 
«ays 
“ never, 
nev er scald ; pare it with a sharp 
knife.
